THE OLD WAY BRINGS RESULTS 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King’s statement on Canada’s 
war policy was entirely satisfactory—except that he said 
nothing whatever about what Canada would or should do 
under the only conceivable circumstances that might pos¬ 
sibly 'drag her into war. There is no more danger of Can¬ 
ada going to war on her own account than there is of Swrit- 
'erland engaging in a great naval battle on the South Seas. 
Canada is politically, geographically and constitutionally 
protected against war, except as a part of the British Em¬ 
pire. If this is a charge against British connection, it must 
be I rankly accepted as n true charge. But there are various 
contra-accounts. What would Canada amount to nationally 
if she were not a part and parcel of the British Empire? 
\\ lio imagines that our kindly and always considerate next- 
door neighbor would pay the same respect to our represen¬ 
tations, our proposals.to negotiate, our punctilious insist 
cnee on treaty rights and our all too sensitive susceptibili¬ 
ties if we were entirely unattached to any great Power, and 
occupied about: the same relationship to the United States 
that Czechoslovakia does to Germany ? Canada is a nation 
and on the map because she is British—and for no other 
reason.. Without that connection, she would be as hfelpless 
as Denmark. We would be wholly dependent upon a foreign 
Lower for our protection; and no Power on earth will con¬ 
tinue to pay for and provide protection for a fat and tempt¬ 
ing neighbor without asking that neighbor to contribute 
something to the common fund. We are the most fortunate 
people in the world in living next' to the humane, civilized, 
generous, satiated and Christian American nation. We 
would not be asked to 


Alberta attention is sn much centred on provincial ac 
ivities that observation of'federal affairs is as a rule, sec¬ 
tary in interest. But the report on the Dominion budget 
as been news of great significance. Hon. C. A. Dunning 
nini.-tcr of finance has given'an accounting of federal fin- 
incing, which brings reassurance und gratification to the 
anadian public. It justifies the cautious, careful methods 
tUvocnted by Mr. Dunning, in maintaining the count iy-’s 
■ edit. Ovej $215,000,000 was paid off in foreign debt thus 
placing the external credit of the country on good basis, 
there has been no suggestion of repudiation, no unjustitie, 
ipansion of currency and credit, no financial experimen 
atjdn, and yet the budget revenues aud expenditures almost 
ulun.ee, for the first time since the surplus, of 1930. This 
year would have brought a balanced budget, hafi it not been 
h r tilt unfor.-een expenses in acute western drought relief. 
.The results of the dominion policy in respect to finance, 
seems to Ire a rebuke to those who havp been advocating 
fantastic theories. It is evident that a determination to 
maintain the credit of the country by careful administra¬ 
tion, can bring results. Mr. L'unning says: ’’The monetary 
police must be given at least some share of credit for the 
health of our internal economic condition, and that’mone¬ 
tary policy will adjust itself to the changing conditions of 
the future.” - • 

If ((tie Alberta government, instead of hiding behind out- 
lagpfrus schemes of “something for nothing” had made an 
honest attempt to operate within the bounds of accepted 
.ules, Alberta’s credit might still be good. If the provincial 
government had consented to meet with mortgage compan¬ 
ies as they had been invited to do; if they had not rudely 
.chuffed every overture, the position of private debtors 
would havq been far different from that which now exists. 
Alberta lias' been .wandering in a wilderness of meaning¬ 
less maundering* for the last three years, while the federal 
government and other provinces have used the weapons at 
hand, and have made real achievement.

‘contribute” our national heritage. 
But if Washington wanted the St. Lawrence power scheme 
pushed through quickly, how long would it await in patience 
through our hesitations and our bargainings? So far as 
foreign policy and Dominions’ responsibility go, we have 
pot. got a satisfactory set-up, and no one has yet been able 
to suggest any workable arrangement. As long as the 
British Isles bear the brunet of Imperial defence, they must 
be permitted the final decision as to actions that may cause 
attack. Yet it may easily turn out that they will feel a need 
to run risks which Canadians will deem unnecessary. The 
only safeguard for us under such circumstances is Mr. 
King’s familiar policy of letting the Canadian Parliament 
decide on each occasion what we will do. This is what he 
said, and our people as a whole will agree with him as far 
as he went. It might have been “bad politics” for him to 
have gon e any farther. But it would have been more real¬ 
istic if he had felt able tb utter the one thought that rises 
during all such discussions in the breasts of most of us^the 
thought that, come what will, “we will never let the Old 
r lag fall.” Canada 'will undoubtedly fight, if invaded. 
Canada is invaded in her most potent asset when the exist¬ 
ence'of the British Empire is put in peril. If all our leaders 
would just say that,- in so many words, w-e could get all 
these distressing discussions of Canada’s conjectural “war 
policies” over and done-with forever.—London Echo.

TAXES FOR SOCIAL SERVICES 


Union of Alberta Municipalities heard a suggestion at its 
Calgary convention which should receive the best consid¬ 
eration of Albertans. 

The proposal is made that, in order to relieve property 
assessed under municipal governments of the tremendous 
burden which it "is now carrying, a tax burden which is caus¬ 
ing many people to lose their homes, there should be insti- 
nted in Alberta a general sales tax add a general income 
ix. Neither of these taxes should he heavy in their inci¬ 
dence, it was suggested, but they should have general appli- 
•ation so that all should pay in accordance with their earn¬ 
ers and their spendings. 

The suggestion that social services should be paid for 
lit of universally applied income and sales taxes—tfaxes on 
earnings and on spendings—has a lot to commend it. Of

In 1936 nearly 3,500,000 
barrels of oil were imported into the 
prairies from Montana.

Today, practical¬ 
ly the only Montana oil which enters 
Western Canada comes in as refined 
products.
